Reported Dead. 
WASHINGTON, July 2,10 a. m.—It is re- 
ported that President Garfield is dead, but 
the excitement is so intense thatit is impos- 
sibleto find out anything defiinite at present. 
The man who shot him has been arrested. 
Full particulars will be sent shortly. 


Details of the Shooting. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—President 
Gartield is now lying in a private room in the 
officers’ quarters of the Baltimore and Po- 
tomac depot. Doctor Bliss, Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Barnes and Dr. Purvis, colored, are in 


attendance. The shooting was done 
by a slender man about live 
feet seven inches in height. He 


refused to give his name, butit is seen by 
persons who profess to know him that his 
name is Dooty. The prisoner was arrested 
immediately after the firing by oflicers in the 
depot. He was first taken to the police head- 
quarters and subsequently removed to the 
District Jail.

His 
symptoms are growing more and more alarm- 
ing and his death is thought to be very near. 


What the Assassin Said. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The name of the 
assassin, as written by himself,1is Charles 
Gitteau, and he says he is an attorney at law 
in Chicago. The Star says, in an extra just 
issued, that when the assassin was arrested 
he said: ‘‘I did it, and waut to be arrested. 
I amaStalwart, and Arthur is President 
now. I havea letter here that I want you to 
give to Gen. Sherman. -It will explain every- 
thing. Take me to the police station.”’ 


The President Talks. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—The Presi- 
dent was shot twice. One ball entered from 
the rear to one side, and is believed to have 
passed through the kidneys. The doctors 
hold out some hope of possible recovery, but 
it is plain they feel but little if any hope. 
One shot wentthrough the arm. The Presi- 
dent talked tothe Western Associated Press 
reporter just now and said he felt pretty 
strong considering his wounds,but complained 
of a tingling sensation in his feet as annoying 
him more than anything else. The man who 
shot him wrote his name on a card Chas. Git- 
teau, attorney-at-law, of Chicago. Wash- 
ington is wild with excitement, and the 
whole populace is gathered about the Balti- 
more and Potomac Depot. The man evi- 
dently had deliberately pvianned the assas- 
sination with the idea sofar ascan now be 
ascertained of making Arthur President. 


The President’s Message to His Wife.

Upon readingit he dropped back 
in his chair greatly sheeked.. It is presumed 
the telegram announeed the shooting of 
President Garfield.

LONG BRANCH GOSSIP. 


Drawbacks of the Sea Shore—Some of 
tne Notable Loungers. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONG BRANCH, June 27, 1881.—It is a 
pleasant fancy that, by escaping from the 
heated and dusty city, one may keep cool at 
the Seaside. But if there is any warmer spot 
upon terra firma than the beach at Long 
Branch itis yet to be found. The seaside 
has its comforts and its pleasures it is true, 
but it also has its drawbacks. Within doors 
there prevails a musty odor,suggestive of sub- 
terranean caves and want of sunlight and fresh 
air. Itisdamp—irretrievably damp with- 
out. If there be aland breeze, which means 
literally no breeze at all, the sun is insuffer- 
ably hot, and the world-renowned Jersey 
mosquitoes come in swarms to add to your 
discomfort. But even the mosquito has its 
aavocates. There of course are the hotel 
keepers who solemnly assure their guests 
the bites of this fiendish insect are a certain 
preventive of fall or spring fevers. This may 
be quite true, for certainly if ajJersey mos- 
quito had its own wilful way there would 
not be blood enough ieft in one’s veins to get 
up a respectable fever of any kind. If asea 
breeze is blowing the mosquito is driven in- 
land to feast upon the native Jerseyites, who 
are said to be so accustomed to the little 
vampires that they like them and would 
sadly miss their annual hum throug- 
hout their dreary land should thev 
failtoputin an appearance. But the sea 
breeze is rough and strong and is voted a 
nuisance by all the belles except those who 
have unusually pretty feet to display. It 
plays sad havoe with feminine finery, ruins 
one’s crimps and makes the freshest toilets 
as limp and dead as hollyhocks upon the stem. 
In factitis all folly to bring an _ elaborizte 
wardrobe to Long Branch. The sea air is 
detrimental to costly silks and airy muslins. 
Still there are those who come hither with 
Saratoga trunks packed with expensive drv 
goods which are brought out to dazzle the 
unwary eyes and hearts of mankind at the 
hops and balis which occasionally occur at 
the West End and the Ocean Hotel. The 
principal amusements at Long Branch are 
bathing in the surf and driving over Ocean 
avenue, Which is a superb drive, extending 
for miles along the shore. The water is yet 
too cool forsurf bathing for the majority of 
visitors, but Ocean avenue already wears a 
gay aspect at 5 o’chlock inthe afternoon. The 
Ocean Hotel is finely located exactly oppo- 
site the pier, while the West End, ~where the 
fashionables love to congregate, is a long dis- 
tance away. Still further in is the Elbe- 
ron, where President Garfield and his 
party are staying. The Clberon 
is a collection of cottages built in the 
antique styles of the Quenn Anne and 


Elizabethian age. These cottages are con- 
nected with the main house bv electric bells. 
Some,.of their inmates take their meals at 
the hotel, while others are served under their 
own rooftree. The guests at the Elberon 
form a tittle community of themselves which 
is, atleast inits own estimation, the most 
aristocratic gathering atthe Branch. These 
are people of such distinguished considera- 
tion thatthey look upon themselves as en- 
titlea to an ultYa-saintship notonly in this 
but in the world to come. Other 

eople may be merely tolerated’ in 
*aradise, but they themselves are the 
truly élect who will monopolize all privileges 
worth having. As totheir actual claim to 
such distinction it would puzzle a_ philoso- 
pher to decide it. Itis not wealth—for other 
people are wealthier. Itis not culture—for 
down in Boston most of them would be far 
beyond their depths. It is not beauty—for 
actual beauty isscarce among the people of 
Elberon, as perhaps it alsois elsewhere. It 
may be then set downasa mere matter of 
personal opinion, and the world may value 
itas it will.

This 
has been his resort for many seasons but now 
that the enemy is encamped inthis city by 
the sea, Uncle Sammy has not 
yet appeared. ‘he Klberon is 
expensive, exclusive, and fora seaside resort 
insufferably dull, except for those who, like 
President Garfield, long for a little restful 
quiet; for such the Elberon affords a charm- 
ing retreat. Long Branch commenced its 
season gavly last week; it mavindeed be stvl- 
ed the summer Capitol. Most of the Cabinet 
followed the President hither, and if Secre- 
tary Blaine still remains in Washington 
there are plenty of people here who have 
visions of him by nightand by day, and the 
President is probably one of these. General 
Grant has a cottage near the Elberon, as has 
also hisson JesseGrant. Mr. Geo. W. Childs 
bas another near by, and there are numbers 
of adjacent cottages occupied by men who 
are Well known inthe political, literary and 
social world. The Pennsvlvania‘editors who in- 
vaded the Branch last week had a merry time 
of it, as might be expected when the knights 
of the quill throw that weapon aside and set 
out fora genuine frolic. The editorial crew 
received the President atthe Ocean Hotel, 
and bad the usual ceremony of hand-shak- 
ing. The veterans of the New York Seventh 
Regiment came down on Thursday last to be 
received by the President, and afterwards 
banqueted sumptuously at the West End. 
The President held a reception at the Elberon 
on Saturday, which brought the week toa 
brilliant close. ‘To the satisfaction of all Gen. 
Grant was present, which puts an end to the 
rumor of coolness between the two heroes. 
After the reception Ocean avenue was bril+ 
liant with its number of fine turnouts. No- 
where else will be seen a better display of 
thoroughbreds and English equipages than 
here at Long Branch. Vehicles of every de- 
scription are inuse, the ‘‘nobbiest”’ being 
the jaunty low-backed car with its two 
wheels, in which the belle of the period goes 
by ata rattling pace, ber hands firmly grasp- 
ing the reins and her tresses flying gayly in 
the breeze which comes sweeping over the 
blue expanse of water which stretches along 
the way. 

Equestrianism is very popular this season 
at the Branch, and there are numbers of fine 
riders among the daily throng upon the 
avenue. Mary Anderson rides a mettlesome 
steed in true Kentucky style. The theatrical 
world is well represented at the Branch, 
many of tbe leading stars having cottages 
here which they occupy every summer.

PARIS SWINDLES. 


The Ways in Which American Ladies 
Are Cheated. 
Paris Cor. of Chicago Time:. 

One of the most common swindies perpe- 
trated upon American shoppers in Paris is 
executed in this wise: An elegant costume, 
usually of black silk, is eonspicuously dis- 
played in a shop window, ticketed at an at- 
tractively moderate price. Our newly ar- 
rived American is tempted by the extremely 
low price of the rng toilet. She enters and 
tries iton. Itdoes hot fit—it never does, 
having been cunningly coastructed in such 
peculiar proportions that no ordinary female 
figure can ever be clothed in it; but the shop- 
keeper will make one preciselv like it for 
madame in less than a week. Upon this she 
at once orders it, and goes upon her way, re- 
jeicing inthe prospect of speedily posses- 
inga very cheap as well 45 a4n _ 6X- 
ceedingly handsome garment. The dress 
comes home. Itis badly cut, vilely sewed, 
and is composed of material far inferior to 
that of the pattern dress. The lady refuses to 
take it. Out come the savage claws that 
were s0 lately sheathed in velyet. Abuse, 
impertinance and finally a threat of legal pro- 
ceedings are all employed and seldom fail to 
bringthe reealcitrant American to terms. 
The bill is paid, usually one-third more than 
the article is worth, and that is the end of the 
transact:on. Sometimes the injured purchas- 
er goes to consult the American Consui. 
There is one question which she has there to 
answer: ‘Did you ask to see the silk of 
whieh your dress was to be made’? [f the 
If the reply is inthe negative, as it usually 
is, there is no possible redress for the injured 
one. 

Neither should persons who have bought 
unmade dress goods totake home forget to 
verify the quantity and quality of the pur- 
chase after thev are sent to their hotel, andin 
all eases before they pay the bill. The article 
sent is not always the article purchased nor 
is it invariably to be found in good condition. 
A lady of my acquaintance, who hails from 
Ohio, purchased not leng ago from a leading 
dry goods store in Paris two dress patterns of 
silk to take home with her. She saw the silk 


y measured off, and saw it folded and laid aside 


for delivery, but unfortunately after it was 
delivered she neglected to examine it. When 
she arived in New York and the silks were 
unfolded in readiness forthe dressmaker, it 
was found that one pattern was four yards 
short of the quantity originally measured off 
and paid for, while on tne other pattern, a 
round, reddish stain ran through every 
breadth, completely ruining the silk. In an- 
other case that I know a lady purchased an 
unmade black silk dress, embroidered with 
silk and jet, carefully packed in a square box, 
and accompanied by a print showing the 
dress to be beautifully embroidered in every 
breadth. On coming to unpack her dress af- 
ter her arrival home, she found that only the 
breadth which was exposed to view had any 
embroidery on it, the rest of the dress being 
composed of plain black silk of inferior qual- 
ity. 

Another very fruitful system of cheating is 
now practiced by these dressmakers who, 
contrary to the usual custom of their trade 
in Paris, consent to make up the dress goods 
supplied to them by their customers, instead 
of furnishing all the material as well as the 
makingand trimming. ‘Their plan is to state 
that a certain quantity of material is required 
to make such a dress as the customer wishes, 
that quantity being, of course, largely in ex- 
cess of their actual needs. A lady of my ac- 
quaintance onee furnished to a dressmaker of 
this class forty-eight metres, equivalent to 
about fifty-four yards, to construct for her a 
single costume. The dress came home very 
prettily and elaborately trimmed, whereupon 
the lady’s sister, being herself somewhat of a 
dressinaker, undertook to make one like it 
for herself, and succeeded in producing an 
exact duplicate out of twenty-seven yards of 
silk. Thedressmaker had simply secured one 
entire extra dress for herself free of expense. 
There are alsoestablishments in Paris where 
silks and sold, and where certain dress- 
makers are recommended as being willing to 
make up the silk purchased at that estabjish- 
ment only, and to do the workin good style, 
the storekeeper and the dressmaker being in 
collusion as to the extra and excessive amount 
of muterial to be ordered. Consequently a 
purcbaser should take her goods to be made 
up to any other housein Paris in preference 
to those so reconmended. Another trick is 
to change the handsome materials furnished 
by the customer for those ofan inferior qual- 
ity but of the same hue and general appearance, 
this very often is done, particularly with 
velvets. Another very excellent opportunity 
for cheating is afforded by the reckless man- 
ner in which American ladies sometimes 
make purchases, rushing into a shop and im- 
petuously ordering or appropriating articles, 
without even asking the price. The chance 
of doubling or quadrupling the usual amount 
charged for things so ordered is a temptation 
against which the honesty of but few French 
trades people is proof, for they can not com- 
prehend that there ought to be one fixed and 
settled price for all persons and all occasions.

Senator Platt Withdrew—The 
Lady in the Case. 
Albany Special to Chicago Times. 

On Thursday afternoon a well-built lady, 
appearing to be a teacher or somewhat simi- 
lar person from New England, eye-glasses 
and all, came to the Delavan House aud was 
assigned to room 113. According to the story 
tola by the Half-Breeds to-day, her conduct 
and movements altracted no varticular at- 
tention until one of the hall boys noticed ex- 
Senator Platt near her door.

-“GARFIELD’S LIFE. 
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Gitteau’s Chicago Record. . 
CHICAGO, July 2.—Charles Gitteau, the 
man who attempted to assassinate the Presi- 
dent, has been more or less known 
in Chicago for the @past_ ten 
years. Hewas a disreputable lawyer and 


bas generally been considered half insane. 
He went to New York seven or eight years 
ago, and upon his return in 1876 professed 
to have been converted, and delivered several 
lectures under the auspices of the Y. M. C. 
A. He next ay at the head 
ofascheme to buy the Chicago Inter Ocean 
and run it on the plan of the New York Her- 
aid, but as he had neither capital ag backing 
the matter was soon dropped by him. He 
left for Washington several months ago. 


Gitteau’s Wife. 
CHICAGO, July 2.—Gitteau married a sis- 
ter of George Scoville, a prominent attornev 
of this city, He wasof French descent and 


had a generally crazy airabout him. One of 
his marked peculiarities consisted in brush- 
ing his sae black bair directly back from 
his forehead. There is no doubt whateveras 
to his insanity. 


Gitteau’s Letters. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The following let- 
ter was taken from the prisoner’s pocket at 
police headquarters: 

JULY 2, 1881. 

Tothe White House: 

The President’s tragic death was a sad 
necessity, but it will unite the Republican 
party and save the Republic. Life is 


a flimsy dream andit matters little when one 
goes. A human life is of small value. During 
the war thousands of brave boys went down 
witbout a tear. I presume the President 
was a Christian, and that he will be happier 
in Paradise than here. It will 
be no worse for Mrs. Garfield, 
dear soul, to part with her busband this way 
than by natural death. He is liable to go at 
any time anyway. Ihad no ill will toward 
the President. His death was a political ne- 
cessitv. Lamatawyer, a theologian and a 
politiciar, and lam a stalwart of the stal- 
warts. was with Gen. Grant and 
the rest of ourmenin New York during the 
canvass. I have some. papers for the press 
which I shall leave with Byron Andrews and 
his co-journalists at 1420 New York avenue, 
where all the reporters can see them. I[ am 
going to the juil. 

[Signed] CHas. GITTEAU, 

The papers referred to above have not yet 
been given out for publication. Byron An- 


drews, who isthe Washington Correspondent 
of the Chicago Inter Ocean, says that while 
it is true a package of papers in the hands of 
the police accompanied by a note was addres- 
sed to himself, Andrews, he has no personal 
acquaintance with Gitteau and never heard 
of bis existence until this morning. From 
what he has gathered from the police, An- 
drews believes Gitteau is from Freeport, Ill. 
The following letter was found on the 
street shortly after Gitteau’s arrest. The 
envelope was unsealed and addressed: 

‘*Please deliver at once to Gen. Shermanor 
his First Assistant in charge of the War De- 
partment.” 

To General Sherman: [I have just shot the 
President. I shot him several times, as I 
wished him to go as easily as possible. His 
death was a political neces- 
sity. I am a_ lawyer, theologian 
and politician. Iama stalwart of the stal- 
warts. I was with Gen. Grant and the rest of 
our men in New York during the canvass. 
am goipg to jail. Please order out your 
troeps and take possession of the jail at once, 

Very respectfully, 
CHAKLES GITTEAT. 

On receiving the above Gen. Sherman wave 
it the following endorsement:

Another Account of the Crime. 
Special! to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The President was 
sbot at 9:28 as he was entering the B. and P. 
depot totake the train for Long Branch. 
Others of the party hadtaken seats on the 
train, and the President and Secretary Blaine 
entered arm in arm. As they reached the 
adies’ waiting room a man who stood on the 
right of the President raised his arm 
and deliberately fired two shots from a re- 
volver, exclaiming as he did so: ‘Now, we 
will have Arthur for President.’ The first 
shot struck the President inthe right arm. 


The President and Secretary Blaine seemed 
too much bewildered to realize the truth. 
BLAINE SHOUTED 

“Where is Colonel Rockwell?’ After the first 
shet the assassin immediately fired again, 
and the shot took effeet in the President’s 
side andthe victim sanktothe floor. Col. 
Rockwell and several police officers came at 
once to his assistance, and he was carried 
tothe Superintendent’s room on the floor 
above. The President did not say a wori 
when tirst shot. Meanwhile the assassin was 
seized by those standing near, and would 
have been torn to pieces but for the police. 
He was taken across Pennsylvania avenue to 
the police station, and it was there discover- 
ed that his name was Alonzo Gitteau, an at- 
torney at law from Chicago, Ill. Doctors 
Bliss and Reyburn were atthe depot at the 
timeand went at once to the DPresident’s 
side. 

Drs. Lincoln and Thompson were sent for 
atonce. A burried consultation was heid 
and at 10:30 a.m. an ambulance’ was 
called and the wounded execu- 
tive was lifted in. Col. Rockwell and 
two police officers also took seats therein, 
and the vehicle started for the White House. 
The news spread like wild fire, and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue Was crowded almost as much as 
when the President rode to 
the White House in state on March 
¥ A squad of mounted police 
forced a passage through the crowd,and the 
ofticers on foot guarded the entrance to tbe 
White House vrounds. The President was 
carried at once to his chamber and laid upon 
the bed. Surgeon General Barnes was also in 
attendance by this time and a_eursorv 
exuinination showed that the second shot had 
lodged in the groin just ayer the kidnev, ana 
will in all probability prove fatal, butthe 
physicians stiilhave said there was hope.

When the 
Presiaent reached the White House his pulse 
wes tiftvand he appeared to be almost un- 
conscious, His pulse atjll:1o 4. m. bad in- 
creased to eighty andthe patient had rallied. 
After one attempt to extract 
the ball the doctors determined 
to probe no more at present. Heis now able 
to converse, and talks cheerfully. He first 
coinplained of pain in the bip, and it was 
thought the spinal column was injured. That 
pain and the nausea has subsided, as have 
also the symptoms which one time threaten- 
ed. Absolute rest and quiet are essential and 
will be assured, Surgeon (i eneral 
Barnes saVS life can not bold ot 
more than two hours. Drs. Bliss and Adams 
saythatthere is hope of recovery until the 
exact location of the balls is determined.

Mrs. Blaine is now with the Pre«i- 
cent.

Gitteau. and he was formerly U. &. 
Consul] at Marseilles. He has been around 
the White House and departments for sev- 
eral days acting in a strange manner, and the 
attaches thought him crazy.

evening. This morning he engaged a carriage 
at a stable and said he wanted a quick team. 
He wanted to stop at the depot only a mo- 
ment and then go overto Arlin . Later 
accounts say he tried to escape after he fired 
the — and said nothing until he was cap- 
tured. 

Dr. Townshend, the Health Officer, was 
the first to reach the President. The Presi- 
dent was shot from the. right as he entered 
the ladies’ reception room of the depot with 
Secretary Blaine. The bail entered 
above the third rib, but whether 
it has taken its course towards the spine has 
not yet been ascertained. The wound was 
probed by Dr. Bliss who reports that on in- 
serting the probe the course of the ball did 
not extend toward the spine. Still 
it is not certain it did not. It was the unani- 
mous oe of the physicians that the need 
for the President was not the rors of the 
wound but ——irrest. The extent of 
danger of the wound is not yet known, and 
more can be told when urine passes, as_ the 
kidneys are injured. 


How It Was Done. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The President had 
alighted from his carriage and was passing 
through the ladies’ room to thecars. When 
but a few feet inside the room the assassin, 
who was within three feet of him, 
fred one shot. The [President was 
dazed’ and made no attempt at self- 
protection. Blaine had turned towards 


one doar. The assassin fired a second shot. 
In ten seconds the President fell and Mrs. 
White, who attended the ladies’ waiting 
room, rushedto him and raised his head. 
Blaine also rushed to the as- 
sistance of the President. The 
assassin passed out towards B 
street, but Captain Parke, Ticket Agent, 
jumped through the window .and caught the 
assassin, who made no resistance. Officer 
Carney, the depot policeman, rushed up and 
took hold ofthe assassin, and immediately 
afterwards Officer Scott also took hold 
of him. Parke let the officers 
have him and turned his attention 
tothe President. Helpcame and the Presi- 
dent was taken up stairs. He said not a word 
until he was laid down, when he asked that 
his shoes be taken off, saying he felt a pain 
his feet. AS soon as 
were removed he 
Secretary Windom: “Go 

now and send a_ telegram. to 

Garfield saying I feel considerably better,and 
if she feels well enough tell her to come to 
Washington immediately.’’ This dispatch 


was sent and a special train was at once sent, 


to Long Branch for Mrs. Garfield. 

Secretary Blaine was not going with the 
party, but went down to bidthe President 
eood-bye. Hesaid: ‘*The President and I 
were Walkipg arm in arm towards the 
train. I heard two shots and saw 
a man run. I started after 
him, but seeing that be was grabbed just as 
he got out of the rom I came to the President 
and found him lying on the floor. The floor 
was covered with the President’s blood. A 
number of people who were around 
shortly afterwards have some of timt blood 
on their person, I think [ knowtht man. I 
think his name is Ditton. The assassin 
is about five feet seven inches in height, of 
strong though not stout build. The weapon 
he used was a revolyer about seven inches 
long. It bad an ivory handle;the calibre was 
very large. Itis what is known as a Cali- 
fornia pistol; it made a very loud report.” 

Parke says both shots were fired while the 
assassin was behind the President. When 
Ofticers Scott and Carney got hold of the as- 
sussin and were taking him to police head- 
quarters he said voluniarily to. them: 
“| did it and will go _ to jail for 
it. I am a_ Stalwart, aud = Arthur 
will be President.’? Ue had a letter in his 
nand and wanted the officers to take it to 
Gen. Sherman, saying it would be alt right. 
The prisoner made no resistance, saying he 
bad contemplated the killing of the Presi- 
dent, and it was for the good of the 
country. About 9o’clock the assassin went 
to a back stand adjoining the depot, and en- 
gaged a hack from Barton, a colored hack- 
man. He said he wanted to go to Glenwood 
Cemetery in a short time, and wanted the 
backman to drive very’ fast when 
he should get in the hack. He 
ogrecd to pay two dollars for the hack on 
condition that the hackman would drive fast. 
When stopped the assassin was going to the 
hack he had engaged, and he insisted that it 
wus important for him to go and deliver the 
message to Gen. Sherman. When the ofticers 
refused tq@let him go he begged them to take 
the letter he had to Gen. Sherman, 


Conkling and Arthur. 

NEW YorK, Julv 2.—Gen. Arthur and 
Senator Conkling, who arrived in town this 
morning from Albany, put up atthe Fifth 
Avenue Hctel. The Vice President was 


foung in the lobby of the hotel. He said he 
had not received any private dispatches in 
regard to the shooting and knew nothing 
more than was announced on 
the bulletin. If it were true 
he sal he felt exceedingly sorry for Mrs. 
Garfield, whose present state of health is pre- 
carious. Senator Conkling remained in 
bis room and refused to be interviewed. Ed- 
wood E Thorne, Past Grand Master of the 
Masons, State of N. Y., was greatly depress- 
ed over the news. He expressed deepest 
sympathy for the President’s family and 
thinks that even if tue wounds should not 
prove fatal, the shock to Mrs. Garfield 
in her present condition will be very injumn- 
ous. He deplores the shooting as being one 
of the greatest evils that could happen to the 
country. 
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The Officer Who Made the Arrest. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The statement of 
the ofticer who arrested Gitteau is as follows: 
About #:25 this morning President Gartield, 
accompanied by the Secretary of State, Blaine, 
drove up tothe B. and P. Depot, on Sixth 
street, and sat in their carriage 
near the door.

When 
informed the President would probably re- 
cover he said he hoped so, and would not 
venture an opinion on the effect of the news, 
neither would he say whether he considered 
that the attempt had any political signiticance, 
but merely remarkcd: “If the President dies, 
why, General Arthur will be President.” 
Mayor Grace noticed the flags upon newsp:- 
per buildings at half-mast. Summoning bis 
Chief Clerk, his honor directed that the flags 
should at once be displayed on the City Hall at 
half-mast. A little later, when it became 
known tbat the President was still alive, 
the flags were taken down and at the same 
time Mr. Reot, Mr. Bartlett and Commis- 
sioner Mason reached the Mayor’s office and 
conversed with his honor in regard to the 
sad affair, giving him such meagre 
particulars as they bad gleaned 
fromthe bulletin boards of the newspaper 
oftices.

The Man Ghio.

Price ia an ex-Consul himself and he 
was much shocked at the news, 
declaring that it could not be true.

IL could 
never think that he could do a thing like 
this.”’ 

**Has he been living in Chicago?”’’

He was 
there just as I left Marseilles in 1875, 
He was appointed by the President. Before 
this he was a Professor at Cambridge, think. 
He is a grave, dignified man with grav hair 
and whiskers, and is now over sixty years of 
age.

A suitin equity and for damages bas ben 
filed by Edward C. Smith against Bb.

Puring the summer of 1811 the British had 
not only laid claim to al] that portion ofthe 
district of Maine lying east of the Penobseot, 
but Admiral Griffeth and Sir John Sher- 
brook, the Jatter being the Governor-Genera! 
ef Nova Scotia, had n sent with a heavy 
force to take possession, and occupied the 
town of Castine, which place commands the 
entrance to Penobscot River.

What the Water Tower am Do for 
the Neighborh . 


’ The electric lights at. the Water Tower have 
not attracted the attention they deserve. 
People who visit the vicinity of the Tower in 
the evening are semetimes disappointed. 
They anticipate a noon-day refulgence and 
expect to find the streets as light as by day. 
But a little investigation will show that the 
electric light performs more even than is im- 
agined. Areporterof the POsT-DISPATCH 
made a tour of the nighborhood around the 
Water Tower in order to investigate the 
results obtained by the Tower 
system of electric _ lighting. At 
three-quarters of ae mile distant, 


ataplaice appropriately chosen away from 
the street lamps, the shadow of the light 
could be thrown across the hand. Along the 
hill leading from the Tower, at a distance of 
a quarter ofa mile, a newspaper could be read 
without difficulty. At over half a mile distant 
the smaH second hands ona watch were easily 
seen. But the most marvelous results were 
seen in the Lowell and Bremen bottom near 
the Water Works and the Wabash track. All 
this neighborhood is without lamps and many 
of the roads are whimproved. The 
reporter in his buggy drove at a rapid trot 


along the various reads, although it was a - 


dark, cloudy evening and no moon. This was 
fully at a radius of three-quarters of a mile 
from the electric light. It can oe proved 
beyond peradventure that for a radius of half 
a mile of the Tower the locality is illuminated 
on dark nights toa brilliancy equal to the 
light by a half moon. The effects of the light 
of course are not so easily discernable where 
the streets are lighted by- the 
lamps, but in those places 
where street lamps have not yet 
been placed the result is evident. Mr. Chase, 
who placed the electric light on the Water 
Tower, is enthusiastic over this svstem of il- 
iminating the strects. The tower 
is 175 feet high and there 
are eight lights. The cost per night of 
illuminating for a radius of halfa mile after 
the original cost of plant, etc., 
is WW. For this insignificant 
sum a space equal to about fifty squares can 
be lit up to the bDrilliancy of a half 
moon. Mr. Chase believes that 
the tower system is peculiarly 
adapted to the needs of small towns of about 
20,000 inhabitants,as one tower would sufiice, 
and the cost of iluminating as compared with 
gas would be ridiculously cheap. The only 
difficulty with the light atthe Water Tower 
is that in riving towards it 
the eyes are dazzled, but this is a defect easi- 
ly remediéd by increasing the height of the 
Tower. The workings of the electric lights at 
the Water Tower are worthy of careful! atten- 
tion when the resuits attained in the cheap- 
ness ofthe operation are considered.

A vegetarian might feast on the bill of 
fare provided by the markets at present but 
the bon vivant who wants toothsome game 
and fine tisb is famishing. For some weeks 
passed and for some weeks to come there has 


been no game market to speak 
of. Snipe at $2 50 per dozen and teal 
duck at 50 cents a pair, with an occasional 
young wild pigeon, isallit can afford. At the 
fish counters, outside of the regular large 
lish always to be had, nothing was exposed 
but fresh mackerel, 2 for 2 cents. Mr. 
Bruno of Union Market says that the white 
fish supply is largely from Chicago, ana the 
festivities and large home demand at that 
point bas cut St. Louis out of consideration. 

The vegetable shambles are loaded down 
witb a:] varieties that are sold at lcw figures. 
The prices are as follows: Cucumbers sold

How Sluice Mining Originated. 
From the Nevada Transcript. 

Col. Eddy of this city claims the credit of 
having originally introduced the sluice box for 
mining purposes, the invention owing its 
origin to an accidental discovery. He gives 
the following account of his connection with 
this important discovery: In the spring of 
1850, when all operations were being carried 
on by the aid of the long tom and the rocker, 
he located a claim in the ravine just above the 
Catholic Church in this city. There were 
several] claims below him, and the ho'ders of 
which refused to permit bimto run tailings 
ontheir ground. So he made a trouzh lead- 
ing from bis location through their< and to a 
point below. On the bottom of the sluiee, 
wherever the different sections joined, he 
nailed wooden cleats to keep the water and 
gravel from leakingthrough At the lower 
end of the sluice he placed a rocker, and for 
one dav manipulated the dirt that came down 
toit. Attbe end of that day he found that 
the rocker bad saved scarcely any gold. Go- 
ing along up the sluice he foufid behind each 
of the cleats numerous sparkling particles of 
gold that bad lodged there. He abandoned 
the use of the rocker, increased the number 
of cleats, and then commenced what be said 
was the first sluice mining ever carried on in 
California and probably in the world, so far as 
he knows. The sluice and riffies soon became 
popular, causing the price of lumber to 
advance rapidiv. The Colonel says the only 
thing he regrets about his discovery is that he 
did not have it patented, and thus win fame 
and fortune.

MISS IVESON’S MILLIONS. 


The Romance of a Life—From the 
School-House to Ancestral Hall.s 
From a Wheeling (W. Va.) Special. 


Wheeling is not a great city in any respect, 
except, perhaps in nails. It is a smoky, dir- 
ty little place, with solid iadustries and very 
little romance; yet recently there has come 
to tight 4n event in which Wheeling, ora 
person formerly a resident of Wheeiing, fig- 
ures that puts to flight some of the most sen- 
sational imaginations of the novei writers of 
the day. 

The Iveson family is weil known in this 
vicinity, especially Miss Ida Iveson, who for 
five years was teacher of the First Ward 
Scbool, leaving that position in June, 1881, 
During that time she was a’ general [favorite 
with all, being a handsome, prepossessing 
young lady, with a genial manner an‘ an ed- 
ucation far above that of the average. Atthe 
time mentioned she resigned and returned 
to her home in Chillicothe. Every one sup- 
posed that she had been borninthe humble 
walks of life, as she denied herself every lux- 
ury and devoted all ber earnings to the sup- 
port of a broken-down father, three sisters 
and a boy brother. Shetsonly 24 vears oid, 
and ber entire life bas been one ef self-sacri- 
tice and denial. 

Now for the romantic pari. MissIdais a 
member of one of the oldest and most aristo- 
cratic families of Scotland and heiress to 
about 32,500,000. Gittanockie Hall. in l)um- 
friesbire, Scotland, isone of the largest es- 
tates in that section of the country. For 
many long years it has belonged toa family 
named Armstrong, and at the time this story 
begins belonged to Sir Spencer Armstrong. 
He died about sixty years ago, and the heirs 
were bis sons, William andJohn Christopher. 
Williain was the oldest, and according to the 
laws of Great. Britain, inherited the entire 
estate, but there was a clause in the will 
which left a portionto John. This William 
conicsted, and after along legal fight John 
left England and came to America. He 
landed without a cent in his pocket or any 
friends. 

The early part of his career in this country 
is unknown, but about twenty-fiv. years ago 
he opened a small tailor shop in St. Clairs- 
ville, and then married a Miss Billings. For 
several years they lived there happily, hav- 
ing children born to them, and then moved 
to Connellsville. Abouttwo years ago two 
strangers called on Mr. Iveson and offered 
him $5,000 to signa paper, the contents of 
which he was not to know. His suspicions 
were aroused,and after a long struggle he 
managed to scrape enough money together 
to go to Scotland, where he found that his 
brotber William had died and that the stew- 
ard and distant relative were endeavoring 
to prove in court that Jobn Christopher Arm- 
strong, alias Iveson (he having changed his 
name on coming to this country), was dead, 
and William leaving no issue, the property 
ri verted to them,the two schemers. 

l pon the appearance of Mr. Iveson he was 
duly deciared the rightful owner, and the 
steward convicted and sentenced to thirteen 
years in prison. Mr. Iveson returned to Con- 
nelisville, but the excitement and fatigue 
was too much for him, and on the 17th inst. 
he suddenly died, leaving the magnificent es- 
tate to be enjoyed by his posterity. The 
property, outside of a will, now revegss te the 
young man, alad of 15 years, now known as 
Sir William Armstrong. The family sailed 
from New York last Thursday, Miss Ida be- 
ing followed by the well wishes of her numer- 
ous friemds in this city. 

This is surely a step from poverty to afflu- 
ence, the young lady by one of fortune’s 
freaks being transported from a school-room 
to a palace, with all the luxuries of life, 
where she will move in the most aristocratic 
circles of her noble ancestors in grand old 
Scotland. 


GULF VOLCANOES. 


How They Destroy Myriads of Fish 
Along the Southern Coast. 
Fromthe New Orleans Times. 


some of the interior papers speak of a 
placue that destroys the tish in the waters 
alopg the Southern coast. Is any such state 
of things now in progress’ It has not ap- 
peared ip the fishing grounds off this portion 
of the coast and no complaint has been made 
ofitinthe coast newspapers. It has been 
stated thatthe fish of the Gulf of Mexizeo 
have several times been subjected to epi- 
demics of some mortal disease which de- 
stroyed them in great numbers, so that their 
dead bodies have been drifted ashore in such 
quantities as to poison the air with their de- 
cay and putridity. Such an event is reported 
to have occurred in 1844, another in 18+, 
while similar but less extended visitations 
bave been observed at other times. 

Unfortunately, no proper examination of 
these phenomena has been made and hence 
not enough is known of the facts and attend- 
ant circumstances to afford complete materia! 
forasolution of the mystery. Some have 
supposed that the fish were poisoned by de- 
cayinpg vegetable matter poured into the sea 
from tropical rivers; but if this were the case 
the poisoning would invariabiyv take place in 
and at the mouths of such rivers: but there is 
no evidence to this effect, and deep-sea fish 
have as often suffered as those that live nearer 
the surface and neartbe shore. [ft is likely 
that these tish plagues are caused by the 
poisonous effects of the sulphur fumes of 
submarine volcanoes in the Gulf of Mexico. 
Mexico and Central America are studded 
with active voleanoes which are subject to 
the most violenteruptions and it is likely 
that their internal fires may not unfrequently 
tind an outlet under the sea instead of under 
the sky on dryland. Insuch a case, espe- 
cially in deep water, the fires would be 
quenched and the gases absorbed or dissolved 
in the water. The vapors would be toa great 
extent sulphuric, sulphurous and carbonic 
acids, which would be readily taken up by 
the water without perhaps leaving .a trace of 
disturbance on the surface; but the two for- 
mer cases would sO poison the water that 
immediately absorbed them that no animal 
life could live init. In this way it was possi- 
ble for vast quantities of fish to be destroyed 
witbout their being affected by any disease or 
malady Whatever. So faras we know the fish 
in the Gulf of Mexico are not subject to any 
epidemic disease, and whenever they are 
healthy and vigorous when caught they are 
good for food in spite of yolcanic disturban- 
ces that muv have slain their fellows.

THE MOSQUITO. 


What They wey of the Awful Pest in 
ngiand. 
From tbe London News. 


Here it must be observed that mosquitoes 
are especially hard ontwo sorts of people. 
Young ladies and children,and many mea 
they sting until the victims are all covered 
with blisters and in danger of erysipelas. 
This is pretty bad, but we think the ner- 
vous persons, whom mosquitoes sting little, 
but keep awake with their buzzing, are even 
more to be; pitied. They find the mosquito’s 
bark worse than the bite. The latter may not 
mark or hurt them much; it isa question of 
constitution ; and there are people with whom 
the bite does not “take,’’ os they say of vac- 
cination. But they suffer all night long from 
the sbrill persistent noise of the mosquito’s 
trumpet. Atthe first warning they leap up, 
light a candle, take it into bed, and try to 
catch the intruder. No one can guess how 
difficult this is. You soon find the mosquito 
on the curtain, where he lies apparent- 
lysieep. Very cautiously you stalk him,your 
band ix just over him, and justice is about to 
be done, when the vicious creature flies away 
and amuses himselfin mid-air. Presently he 
settles, and the chase begins again, till the 
hunter sets fireto the flimsy curtains, and 
has enough work to doin extinguishing the 
fire. Afterthat mosquitoes come and go as 
they please, without let or hindrance, and 
day dawns on a feverish and frantic man,who 
has only bagged two or three of his innumer- 
able enemies. Late in the morning mos- 
quitoes sleep, overcome with triumph and re- 
freahment which they have snatched from 
theirenemy. They mav now be killed, and 
it is curious to see—as any One who crushes 
them will see—how much of man’s vital fluid 
one mosquito can absorb, They who are for- 
tunately inexperienced in the waysof mos- 
quitoes will now understand thatthe insect 
is one of the greatest plagues that nature tol- 
erates. There are more dangerous flies — 
though the mosquito’s bite is sometimes 
poisonous and severe—but there is no more 
irritating creature in the world than the mos- 
quita. 

Hitherto the absence of flies that bite has 
been one of England’s greatest charms. No 
other country in our latitude is so free from 
them. Norway and Sweden suffer even 
more than the South from mosquitoes. The 
mild Bulgarian dreads them, and there is a 
ghastly story of a drunken Bulgarian who tied 
up his wife ina mosquito trap. The poor 
woman was bitten to death, and her husband 
obse1 ved in the morning that he had suffered 
almost as much asif he had not thought of 
his savage expedient. Greece is, perhap-, 
more remarkable for the insect *‘whence is 
derived the verb ‘to flee’’’ than for mosqui- 
toes ; and the same remark holds 
good of the Baden contingent. None 
of the countless snakes of America 
or India cause more trouble, when the 
host of minor miseries is added up, than 
mosquitoes do. If they have really settled in 
London we may expect themto keep pretty 
near tbe river, and generally inthe damper 
and less desirable parts of thetown. Our 
winters must kill them, or most of them, or 
s@ at least we might expect if the experience 
of Norway with its far harder winters did not 
look the other way. If they do effect a settle- 
ment, there is no help but to encourage trade 
by investing in mosquito curtains. The 
American humorist’s plan is to get into hed, 
wait till allthe mosquitoes have entered the 
curtains, and then rapidly bolt out shutting 
up the mosquitoes behind. Sleep may then 
be obtained in an armchair or on a sofa. Per- 
baps we may all seon have occasion totry 
both ways of evading mesquitoes.
